Eisenhower said he would like to 
dramatize his desire to see every- 
body vote.

Eisenhower spoke out today against 


any meeting of the Western Powers with Russia at this time, but left 
the way open for a conference later. 


The President stated his posi- 


tion at a news conference in which 
he also said that in his opinion 
there 's better reason today to 
hope 'or lasting peace than there 
has been in the past. 


He nid not pin that view direct- 


ly to fh,e new agreements for west- 
ern European defense with West 
Germany in the lineup, but re- 
lated it to that development along 
with others in the past two years. 


Not The Time 


He was specific, however, in 


saying it is his opinion this is 
not the time for any meeting of 
the United States. Great Britain 
and France with the Soviet Union. 


Ha added that whenever this 


government has reason to believe 
the Russians are sincere about 
wanting to build an enduring world 
peace, the United States will be 
ready to confer at any time. 


Eisenhowers 
remaiks were in 


response to a reporter's request 
that he state his position regard- 
ing the possibility of an Eisenhow- 
er conference .with Premier Mai- 
enkov of Russia, either before or 
after 
ratification 
of the Parts 


agreements on Western European 
defense. 


The questioner called Eisenhow-

Police Testimony 


Sgt. A. J. Barauski, special state 


police investigator, told the all- 
male jury that the 1941 Plymouth 
four-door sedan from which Mar- 
lis fell or leaped, was equipped 
with "old-style" doors in the rear 
that opened toward the rear. 


He explained that the door from 


which Marlis apparently leaped or 
fell would normally be "sprung:" 
when it was caught in a wind cur- 
rent while the car was proceeding 
at 40 miles an hour. 


However. Sgt. Barauski testified, 


an examination , showed that th« 
door was not damaged and wan 
functioning normally when he ex- 
amined it after the incident. .

How to Conduct a 'Model' 


Election 


In Red-occupied East Germany, upwards of 12,000.000 


voters recently went to the polls to elect new members of 
parliament, 
As we soon will be voting ourselves, how this polling 


came off is worthy of serious study by every American citi- 
nn. For judging from all reports, it was truly a "model" 
election. 
Weeks before it began, the nation's five political parties 


agreed on a list of candidates. Each party was assigned a 
number of parliament seats. The men who would run for 
office were grouped on an unopposed ticket billed as the Na- 
tional Front. 


Then began the campaign. Compared to the campaign 


here, it was "ethical in the extreme. Not one party charged 
another with "creating mass unemployment." Not one party 
labeled another as "the party of waste and corruption." None 
of the various candidates sneered at a running mate's record. 


The campaign's only objective was to get out a maxi- 


mum vote, and the voters responded admirably. 
*

Tenants from large apartment houses, and workers 


from various plants were marched to the polls in groups, al- 
most as soldiers are marched. At the head of the columns 
were bands, and children with posters and flags. Persons 
who worked on the night shift were sent off to vote at 3 
a. m.. before they went home to bed. 


There were, as there always are. occasional "trouble- 


makers"—a sprinkling of men and women who said they 
did not want to vote. But after a bit of persuasion (some 
of which had to be physical), most of them saw they were 
wrong, and quietly joined the march.

on voting in private. These had to walk to a booth on the 
opposite side of the room. Election official 4 attempted to 
make it clear that voting in public was much preferred but 
the few who did not agree were allowed to enter the booth.

After they cast their ballot. No. 4 asked to see their 
identity cards and carefully noted their names. 


The ballots were cast very swiftly. There was no need 


to read them or mark them, of course, since the men who 
were running were not opposed. And to rule out any con- 
fusion, space for casting a write-in vote had thoughtfully 
been omitted.

Problem of Too Few White 
Blood Cells Is Under Study

A lady has recently written to 


ask for a discussion on too few 
white blood cells, the cause of this 
condition and the medical term for 
it. Others have asked similar ques- 
tions, especially on the possible re- 
lation of the low number of white 
blood cells to the disease known as 
leukemia. 


This is a somewhat bewildering 


subject. In reading this discussion 
I hope all will realize that it can 
be discussed only in the most gen- 
eral terms and that many highly 
trained investigators are spending 
much of their lives studying the 
human blood and how it behaves. 


Granulocytopenia is the tongue 


tongue twisting name usually used 
to describe the condition in which 
the white cells of the blood (leuco- 
cytes) are fewer than normal. 
There is also a disease known as 
agranulocytosis in which one of 
the symptoms also consists of a 
lessening in the number of leuco- 
cytes in the blood. 


Everyone has white cells in the 


blood where they exert an import- 
ant function, particularly in com- 
batting infection. There are sev- 
eral kinds of white cells; the num- 
bers can be counted and the kinds 
studied, the latter by smearing a 
small amount of blood on a glass 
slide, staining it and looking at the 
smear under a microscope. Nor- 
mally, there are about 7.500 white 
cells in a cubic millimeter of blood 
and there is a fairly constant re- 
lation between the different kinds 
of cells.

This increase is called leucocytosis. 


Many cases of granulocytopenia 


have resulted from drugs or medi- 
cines. This is a puzzling thing be- 
cause it is only the occasional per- 
son who gets such a reaction but 
it does seem to be a sort of individ- 
ual poisoning. Recovery usually 
takes place. Agranulocytosis is also 
a condition in which the number of 
white cells is lessened and this is 
usually ushered in with a sore 
throat. 


So far as is known neither granu- 


locytopenia or agranulocytosis is 
related to leukemia. In the latter 
some of the white cells grow wild; 
they are generally increased in 
number—sometimes enormously— 
and they appear in the blood in 
immature and abnormal forms. The 
acuteness of the process and the 
special kinds of cells present de- 
termine the particular name at- 
tached to "the leukemia and influ- 
ence to some extent the outlook.

atomic test blasts, thus confirming 
a Soviet announcement last month. 


The Atomic Energy Commission 


issued a 
bare-boned 
statement 


Tuesday night telling of "a series 
of detonations of nuclear explo- 
sives in Soviet territory" starting 
in mid-September and "continuing 
at intervals to the present." 


The use of the term "series of 


detonations ' suggested to some ob- 
servers the possibility that the So- 
viets may be developing a "fam- 
ily" of nuclear weapons, possibly 
including artillery shells. 


Otherwise, the AEC statement 


shed little light. It gave no inkling 
as to whether the Russians had 
set off atomic or hydrogen devices. 


It did says, "these tests have re- 


sulted in some widespread fall-out 
of radioactive material, but in- 
significantly in the United States." 
The commission did not sfly where 
in this country this fall-out was 
detected
